Al 
that time il wsj; the latent thinf in 
fireproof construction, and the 
ventilation was of the latest type. 
The labs were equipped mainly for 
analytical work, and m^i.M of the 
chemistrj- was alone a n-.incral- 
ogical line, for there was little or- 
ganic chemistrj- at that time. The 
building is very much the same as 
it was when it was opened, but in- 
side it is substantiallj- chanced. 
There are \'ague whispers that tlie 
nev.- ventilation s>'stem, which was 
installed to supplement the once 
perfect old one. works so well that 
it actually succeeds in drawing the 
air down instead of up.

Close Quarter; . . . 

Now ar.y s:pr. of wicc .ipcr. .^-paces 
hai disappeared, and the ruie is that 
every foot of floor space must be 
used. It is. The buijd;r.c; was origin- 
ally intended for 250 students, and 
now over 1100 students pass through 
the doors each week. There are 
three departments in ihe Building, 
Mining and Mineralogj' occupying 
tiie two ûDori beiow the ground 
level, and Geological Sciences the 
most part of the two -upper floors. 
The Chemistry Department is the 
largest Science Departmer.:, both ir. 
graduate and undergraducte civ;- 
sions, and it occupies much space in 
the Biological and Pulp and Paper 
Buildings. So crowded has the 
building become in recent years 
ihat the attic end many closets and 
storerooms have been changed into 
labs. Equipment is limited, but the 
qualitj- is excellent.

Lions and Shields . , . 

The door of the building is guard- 
ed by two lions, bearing shields on 
which are carved the words "min- 
ing" and "che.Tiistr}'". Around the 
door are can ec ir. stone tht nêntes 
of such scientists as Delion and 
Black. Way up on the fourth floor 
of the building is the Geological 
Department. Here are the various 
labs for testing purposes, and draw- 
«r after drawer of samples of many 
tj'pes of r&ck. As we go from floor 
to floor we see nothing but lab after 
lab, ranging in size from large 
rooms for undergraduates to small 
corners for graduates. There is a lot 
of research being carried on in 
building at the present time, by the 
sixty graduate students. Thu re- 
presents quite a growth from the 
days of 30 years ago. when there 
was but a single graduate student 
in chemistr>'.

TRAINING DERANGES 
AMBULANCE MEETING 



The Medical Undergraduate 
Society fathered last night to hear 
Dr. Foote, a recent graduate at 
McGill. The Doctor chose as the 
subject of his lecture ••Obstetrics." 
which is. St the present time, being 
closely studied at McGill. The 
speaker was Liiroduced by the 
president of the Society, John Gil- 
lick. In introducing the Doctor. 
Gillick pointed out that Dr. Foote 
had p-adustec froni McGJl in 1934. 
Front mere he had served as an 
interne in a Mc':treal hospital and 
in the United States. He was also 
an assistant resident surgeon of a 
prominent hospital. 

Dr. Foote, in his It-rtu.-e. ex- 
plained how triai and e.Tor in 
maternity cases iiad taken an as- 
tounding toll of lives. He said that 
in ancient times tnid-wives would 
come in with all kinds of fantastic 
ideas which whe.n tried would 
usualiy e.nd m 'je death of both 
the mother and the baby. The Doc- 
tor said that not only mortality 
had to be taken into consideration, 
but whether the child was, by some 
accident at birth, to be kept at the 
expense of the state for the rest 
of its' life. 

The Doctor explained how wo- 
men who spent a good part of 
their lives out of doors at sports 
or bard work would be far belter 
fitted to 'oecome mothers than those 
the i whg confined a good paj'l o! their 
time to the houi.t. Ht j>8id that 
in the Hebridet. because of the 
life that they led, there were rela- 
tively few mortality cases. In In- 
dia, however, he pointed out ihii 
as many of the women were con- 
fined V3 hvjit-jilf, the mortality 
rate was arnazuj^ly high. 

Dr. Foote to make his lecture 
bear more reality, illustrated it 
with slides and a moving picture. 

Dr. J. R. Fraser, Director r,l the 
Maternity Department, rcviev/ed 
briefly hit iliuitrated ic-cluie, i^jnn- 
ing out the importance ol this very 
important study.

Stalker and Henderson Gom- 
ment on Trip 

LEAGUE ADVOCATED 



Find Definite Need for Estab' 
lishment of Inter-Uhiversity 
Debating League 



'•There certainly should be an 
inter-universily debating League" 
agree Lloyd Henderson and Alex 
Stalker. As they visited Queen's, 
Toronto, Western and McMaster, 
Ihey found evidence of great inter- 
est in public speaking in all these 
Universities. 

In Queen's, Ihe suhjecl was: "Re- 
solved thai the interests of De- 
mocracy can be best served by Am- 
erican Neutrality." In upholding the 
negative. Stalker first showed that 
the Slates could shorten Ihe war by 
participation. He Uien denionslral- 
ed the effects of netilraiily nn de- 
mocracies—the destruclion of Elhi- 
opia, Spain, etc. was attributable to 
non-intervention, He also stressed 
that the Stales admit that they 
must eventually purliclpale — even 
tiiey see they miisl enier in intor- 
esls of democracies. Henderson, as 
second speaker showed that this 
war is in the interests of Democracy 
—and as 'time is vital, the U.S.

An iiitcmaiional coniVrcnoe i? some- 
what of an adventure in ihcjc dayî. Five 
iundred students are going to disregard 
■ 'national houndarie.' d-arinc the Christmas 
holidays to come to grips with the "World 
Mission of Christianity." Four hundred 
ad fifty members of the Americ.in S*u- 
3ent Christian Movements are going to 
■"invade" Toronto at Christmas to work 
•roth some fifty Canadians for five days, 
s in itself is imponant. but even more 
is the subject, -which brings them to- 
gether: "The World ^lission of Christi- 
anity." 

Often in the past, the "Mission" of 
Christianity has been thought of as the 
sending of light to the heathen. The scene 
ias changed, however, and the Canadian- 
American'rConJerence is an outstanding 
icxample of tbe new^ way of looking at the 
'"^iDEsion." It is not going to deal with 
China and India and Africa as the fields 
of "missionary entsrpri^e" to which the 
Countries" of trbe west send 
"wisdom, but rather will con- 
Be Misaon of Christianity in the 
face of world needs — needs that are pres- 
ent in Montreal and Paris as they are in 
Shanghai and Bombay. It will consider 
the need for education, health and sani- 
rtation, for reconstruction in community 
life, for .better relations among the nations. 

The conference will look at the ways 
on wMch the Christian Faith is meeting 
l^^ese needs at home and abroad. The 
diinese and the Indians are now to take 
m equal place with the Western Chris- 
tians. Indeed, at world Christian Confer- 
ences of the past few years, it has been 
j^ese representatives of these new fields 
t6hc Church that have shown the most 
ligour and the greatest courage in facing 
^îhc tasks of Christianity. It is on the 
irontiers of any movement that we find 
the greatest life and enthusiasm, and we 
well expect to learn from our Indian 
'd Chinese friends.

An authoi- 
jflVet be the interpreter of his age. This 
lilQllkes hie importance in the literary field 
jp^Ueetionable. 

jiSkCCording to the poetry coneultanfc of 
0ifi ^\>rary of Congress "A poet does not 
[^ny ism; all he needs is his own great 
and humanity," That may be true, 
yet what does humanity consist of 




^en, the mere puppetï of circum- 
picÇ; are enslaved to their work, while 
fçicei of econoiuic and tiocial dietrcbs 
Jj^;beftvily upon them. 'J'he writer who 



with vfl^up ideologic? of whirli lie liKlp 
knviwledge. He sees man widi a confusion 
of ])erplèxing ideals lying rampant in him. 
riio writer n\iipt don! witli these iirolilcms 
^0 alive in man's mind today. And these 
liroblems evolve around the varions "isms'* 
in sooicly. 

The author is one of the great organs 
of his day. Along with the press nnd 
radio, it is his duty (o bring perl incut 
topics of the day before the mass of (he 
people. He must bring into bold relief 
issues that are enigmatic to the mnjnrily 
of men. The best literature has always 
been an expression of the times, and llic 
important thing for any literary ninii is 
to fmihcr that ideal— no matter what that 
expression may be. 

It is true no writer "sliould lake 
orders from Berlin or Moscow," or "bo 
pressed into llie service of any ivilitioinn." 
Yet they must scivc (he i^ropio l\v inter- 
preting for (hem the ideologies wliieli li.'wc 
taken root in the world today. From this 
they cannot escape. 




BEWARE OF THE ENGLISH. By W. G. Knap; 
Hamish Hamilton; pp. 304; $2.75. 

Quite recently a book was pulili.'iheri under 
the title "The N'ow PropBRand,!" by A. B. White 
which undertook to examine the art of poli- 
tical propaganda used by governments in tlic 
last decade to influence Uic opinion.s of their 
peoples. It also sought to describe the effects 
which such propaganda is like to have on the 
population cxpa«cd to it, and particularly on 
the dictators who used it. "Political propa- 
ganda," writes Mr. White, "luis become the 
chief internal weapon of governments, and it 
is employed not onlj' to persuade a sufficient 
number of people that a flSirticular course of 
action is expedient or right but to keep whole 
populations in a complete and perpetual emo- 
tional subjection." 

While this tendency on the part of gov- 
ernments to educate and control public opin- 
ion by means ot an intensive propaganda is 
quite universal, in no state has it ever achieved 
so great an effect as in Nazi Germany. Here 
we have a regime which, in order to survive, 
must expand and can only expand at the ex- 
pense of its democratic neighbours. Thus 
Nazi propaganda must direct all its venom 
against the democracies and the ideals for 
which they stand; and in doing so there is no 
room for truth or justice. The dictum of Dr. 
Goebbels is that, "Propaganda must not be in 
the least respectable; nor must it be mild or 
bumble; it must be successful." 

The ibought uppermost in the mind of Mr. 
W. G. Knop in his book "Beware of the Eng- 
lish." is the fear that this mass-production of 
biased and prejudiced opinions can do more 
to separate one nation irom another than any 
other factor. For instance, if the passionate 
anti-Britisb propaganda carried on by the 
Nazis is pursued over a sufficiently long pe- 
riod of time it may close the minds of the Ger- 
man people to the other point of view, so that 
they may actually be led to feel that they 
ought to "beware of the English." The author 
feels that in view of this tragic cleavage which 
may obtain between the two great peoples, 
the British Government should reply by means 
of great intellectual counter-attacks designed 
to revive the critical faculty in German minds. 
This could be done by providing them with an 
alternative to the type of stuff with which 
they are being doped day by day. 

To prove the tacious and lying nature of 
Nazi propaganda, Mr. Knop has made a careful 
compilation of representative articles and illus- 
trations that have appeared in the controlled 
German press— and he lets them speak quite 
eloquently for themselves. These often speak 
bitterly of the Nazi contempt for English mor- 
ality. An extract from one selection in the 
Berliner Lokal Anzeiger last year reads as 
follows: "Where v/as Anglo Saxon humanity 
when the deWlish hanuner of Gennan oppres- 
sion was forced at Versailles? Where were 
English tears when all Germans v/ithout ex- 
ception were enslayed by the shackles of the 
Dawes plan?" 

What Mr. Knop seems to forget that v/hile 
there exists a propaganda that is consistent 
with the whole philosophy of dictatorship, 
there is also a propaganda just as powerful 
but of course more subtle that is consistent 
with the philosophy of democracy, Nazism 
deifies the "leadership principle" and believes 
in the complete political, economic and intel- 
letual Regimentation of the people; while Eng- 
land deifies the House of Commons as the 
shield of democracy and believes in the ideal 
of individual freedom in every sphere of social 
life. Nazism must prcijerve itself by a ruth- 
less resort to force and the oppression of all 
racial and religious minorities; but Enelish 
democracy depends upon the will of public 
opinion and the principle of tolerance. Thus 
Nazi propaganda protect* iiseJ/ by denouncing 
democratic ideals and those who support tliein; 
while English propaganda prolecU its demo- 
cratic system by repudiating the ideals of 
dictatorship and those who support them. 
The cleavage conceived betv/een the nations 
is <mt bated on the prevalence of two differ- 
ent types of societies; uni as far as propaganda 
is concenied it is u much a ca<e of "bev/are 
of the Germans" as it is of 'l^eware of the 
English." -6,R,Z,

piRhly years later, it is ilrninntically fitting 
thnt John Dewey, a pliiloFuplipr, who hn» 
alwnys emphnslzcd llir fuel tlint recognlliini 
of problems is llie beRitiiiliiR nt wisdom, should 
eome forwm-d in a time of crisis lo eoiifronl 
the central problem of the day. It is also 
tilling thai, the latest work of the foremost 
exponent of American democracy sliould be a 
mlltlant N'olume in defence of Ihe values en- 
.«lirliied In tliat doctrine. "Freedom nnd Cul- 
ture" lifts bfitli problem nnd solution to new 
levels of comprehension, leaving no doubt as 
to the identity of the author, 

Ttte discussion begins with an analysis of 
the conditions which fostered Ihe devejopment 
of deniocraey In America, II concludes wllh 
the n.>:scvlion thai the basic premises of I'nj- 
nninl deniocraey were nfflllated with theories 
I'f himinn nature, which, however beneficent In 
dream or penetrating In vision, no longer com- 
n\nnd rcspcci. The task to be done, therefore, 
concerns Ihe re-cstnbllBhmcnl of the selfsame 
polllicnl nnd huninne prlnclplps on premises 
morn blologlcnlly and BiitluoiioloRlcally appli- 
cable in tlic light of modern science. 

The author disagrees with the kind of 
nnll-scicniltic generalization which Marxism, 
in its doclrinni insistency, represents. Ills sub- 
mission ot 'monolithic' Marxism to the test Of 
an experimental logic, results In an attitude 
ot devastating criticism. In answer to 
Strachoy's defence ot intolerance on the 
grounds of science, Dewey replies that "liter- 
ary iiersons" have In this country, been most 
influenced by Marxism, because, "they are the 
ones who, having Ihe least amount of scien- 
tific attitude, swallow most readily the notion 
that 'science' is a new kind of infallibility." 
"It is ironical that Marxism which has made 
the greatest dl.<play ot hnving a scientific 
foundation should be the one which has vio- 
lated most systematically every principle of 
scientific method." 

Dewey insists not so much that one needs 
deniocraey to follow scientific invcstiBalion (a 
conclusion that i."; historically false), but Hint 
democracy needs all the efforts of science to 
give it significance and direction. Freedom Is 
relevant lo a cultural context, and democrncy 
signifies a particular ntUtudc of liunian beings, 
"mensured by consequences produced in their 
lives." It reflects also a fundamental faith 
in the dignity of the human personality, a 
faith so hardy thnt it can countenance and 
even enjoy disagreement on any grounds. 
Democrncy implies, finally, an assurance of 
the possibility of the application of science to 
moral problems, nnd nn appreciation of the 
moral obligation to preserve the humanistic 
culture with which it .so intimately allies itself. 
In the last analysis, nations are judged, not by 
their wealth or population or military prow- 
ess, but by the quality of their men. Far more 
important than Dewey's Americanism is his 
humanism. His literary .<!tyle is intricate and 
difficult as usual, but wherever or whenever 
men are striving for freer, richer, more intel- 
ligent lives, they will find In this work of 
John Dewey 'an unflinching ally, a warm 
friend and a wise counsellor.

COLUMBIA WORKSHOP FLAYS; Fourteen 
radio dramas; selected and edited by 
Douglas Coulter. Whittlesey House, N.Y., 

1939; pp, 378; $2.75. 

On the air! July, 1936. With this date 
began a new series of radio dramas produced 
by the Columbia Workshop. The director, 
Irving Reis, realized that there was much to 
be done to improve the originality of radio 
drama both in content and in production. It 
was an experiment in new ideas and tech- 
nique, an experiment to take radio drama 
out of its "groove." New writers turned out 
original material, created specifically for the 
medium of radio, and in time many well- 
knowTi authors, previously scornful of the 
radio as a literary medium, saw in it an art 
form worthy of their best efforts. The Colum- 
bia Workshop also pioneered in the field of 
adaptation, with music and sound effects, two 
elements inherent in dramatic broadcasting. 

This book Is a collection of some of the 
best plays the Workshop has presented, A 
balance has been maintained between the 
number of originals and adaptations, between 
well-known writers and new-comers, between 
comedy and tragedy. Included are four tra- 
gedies pertinent lo the times in which we are 
living, four dramas of wnr. "They Fly through 
the Air," by Norman Corwin— a unique radio 
verse drama dedicated to all aviators who 
have bombed defenceless civilian populations 
and machine-gunned helpless refugees.. "For- 
got in the Rains," by William Merrick— the 
setting is the .Spanish Civil Wnr, and Is mainly 
concerned with the effect of war on non- 
combatants. "Nine Prisoners," by William 
March, adapted by Brian 3. Byrne— a bitter 
story of the World War, "The Fall of the 
City,'' by Archibald MacLelsh— a radio verse 
drama v/ritten expressly for th^ air. A poem 
of propliecy, 

Tiie comedies are as well chosen as the 
tragedies. "Never Come Monday," by Eric 
Kiilghl, adapted by Stephen Fox— an amusing 
story of a Yorkshlroman who upsets Ihe whole 
of England becaiiao he decides thot every day 
is Sunday, '"I'lie Ghost ot Benjamin Sweet," 
by P, Gibson and F. Gilsdorft— a ghosl story 
from the point of view of a ghost wllh very 
human feelings. "Daniel Webster and the Sen 
Serpent," by Stephen Vincent Benel, adapted 
by Sheldon Stark— a fish story! 

The other plays are excellent, too, dcalinB 
with the tragedies in human lives as shown 
in "A Trip to Czardis" and "Cartwheel;" the 
struggle and conflict of the mind as In "A 
Drink of Water" and "Seven Wave* Away" 
and "The Half Pint Flask." Tragedy and 
comedy are combined in "Median 7-1212." 
For tha portrayal (A the Twentieth Century 
gangster iihera ]« *The Man with a Gun." 

The plays also deal with the technical side 
ot presentation and acquaint the prospective 
radio writer with some of the problems of 
radio writing. They are interesting also for 
their literary worth, *and have been chosen 
because of their rcadabllily. 

Prefacing each piny is n stntemcnl with 
interesting facts about the author, the cast, and 
the problems nf piodiiclion. I.ilie llie editor, 
1)10 readers nf U\h volume will hope that tlioy 
are on hand If, and whcfl, fltefe is a second 
volume of the works performed on the air hy

The 'Irlnlly riaycrs rresenlallon of 
"DUSAIAN'S HONEYMOON." 

Wednesday through Saturday of 
last week, at Trinity Memorial Hall, 
patrons of the theatre, of the stage, 
were privileged lo see the amusing 
and wèll-ktiown play, "BUSMAN'S 
HONEYMOON," presented by the 
Trinity Players. The price is a de- 
lectlve-comédy in three acts writ- 
ten by Dorothy L. Sayers and M. 
,SI. t'Inhe Myriie. Yiiu may recall 
thi.s piny ran very successfully in 
London several seasons ago. 

Many Monlrcalers, who had seen 
and enjoyed BUSMAN'S HONEY- 
MOON In London, hastened to 
watch the Trinity Players' produc* 
linn. They were not lo be dis- 
appointed; on the contrary, several 
roni.niked that the Cniiadlan pres- 
entation packed as many laughs and 
more life than the English presen 
tatlon—lndeed, in one particular 
scene the Canadian players outdid 
their British cousins. 

The scene referred lo Is the one 
In which Lord Wimsey's bullèr, a 
dlgnincd person of grave counten 
nnce, who explodes in a rage at 
Mrs, Ruddle the cook, berating her 
for unsettling his master's prize 
port (vintage '06). All In alii the 
butler, whose name is Bunter 
shouted at Mrs. Ruddle certain 
choice remarks which that lady will 
long remember. In real lite Bunter 
is Mr, Basil Donn and Mrs. Ruddle, 
the object of vehement attack, is 
Mrs, Basil Donn! 

The play llscif is perfectly de 
lighttul to watch, and kept the 
audience vastly amused with ils 
clever lines and willy backchat 
throughout the entire performance. 

"BUSMAN'S HOLIDAY" is typi 
cally a British comedy, ot the sort 
that we so much enjoy on this side 
of the Atlantic. 

The plot, briefly, is mainly con 
corned with a certain Lord Peter 
Wimsey, an amateur detective; he 
has Just nnarried the girl ot his 
dreams, Harriet, a writer ot murder 
mystery stories. To celebrate their 
honeymoon Peter and Harriet es' 
capo to the country, taking a cot 
■tage where they hoped to find 
quiet, peace and the initial happi 
ncss of married bliss. Unfortunate 
ly the cottage is owned by a crusty, 
nasty person whom we never see 
but hear a great deal about if only 
because he is the victim of murder, 
The Wimseys arrive at the cottage 
to find their landlord lying in the 
cellar quite dead. From this point 
on the play concerns itself with the 
solving of the landlord's murder. 

We have said that "BUSMAN'S 
HONEYMOON" is a comedy— it is 
also a genuine thriller. The authors 
cleverly wprked up a suspense as 
to the identity of the murderer and 
how he did away with his victim. 
In the third act this suspense be- 
comes terrific when with truly 
startling suddenness the murderer 
and his weapon (most unique) are 
exposed to the audience. Some of 
the audience, startled, gasp and cry 
out, so dramatic, so origmal is the 
solution of the murder. And that is 
a sign ot truly good acting, (apart 
from excellent play writing), name- 
ly to keep a critical audience laugh 
ing at clever dialogue and swift 
repartee then at the psychological 
moment to expose a brutal murder- 
er and his weapon. 

The Trinity Players collectively 
did a fine job interpreting what, in 
our opinion, is a difïicult play to 
interpret. There is evidence in 
more than one player of real act- 
ing ability; generally speaking the 
entire cast reflects the talent and 
efTorts of a hard-working director, 
Tlie performance was under the 
direction of Mr. Basil Donn, 

It is sate to say that each player 
ably fulfilled his role, and that no 
one stood out above the rest more 
than his part permitted. The most 
efTectlve acting was done by such 
veterans as Mr, and Mrs. Donn, 
who have had over Iwenly-flve 
years experience on the stage, Sev 
eral of the actors, Including Frank 
Cnitchloy, as AU Redgell, Angus 
Sweeting as Mr. PulTett, and Elmo 
Young as Ihe Jewish advocate with 
the Scottish name of MacUride had 
dllTicull dialect parla to master- 
whlch they did nwt creditably 
Apart from R. Hudslon's long and 
arduous role ab a iîrillsli lord 
Vivian 1 1 ay Ci prubàbly stole the 
show Willi llie most faithful por- 
Iruyiil nf the evening, that o( an 
lOiigllsh yloar. He vvas magntflcenl. 
Allhea MuLçsn .çSvi^l^s Twltlerlon, 
Ihe rejected spinslreK, was notable 
in tlui'l she actually lived up to her 
stage name. Virglpla Webb, play- 
ing the part of Lord Whimsy's 
wife, offered a great relief from the 
many variations ot Uto BnglUh acr 
cent, Arthur Dirkman and Percy 
Roberts round out the east as the 
police constable and inspector; the 
latter Is a contpetanl actor but 
should lesrii Ml lin^- 

It is a pity you will aot have an 
opporltmlly of seeing the 'TrlnUy 
Players act out gPglWAN'S 
IinNEYMOON for they gave a 
Inily cMiJoyiihle pcrfoniiHiico. By all 
means do not miss any forthcoming 
Trinity Players productions if you 
are stcklng good sftlerlainment.

Sir:-- 

Though I feel it i.q not customary 
for professors to write to the Mc- 
OllI Daily, may I be permitted un- 
der rather exceptional circum- 
stances to use your columns to ex- 
press my very sincere thanks to the 
studcnis' societies and to many in- 
dividual students of McGill for the 
whole-hearted support they have 
given me in regard to my recent 
address on Poland. It is support 
such as this that Is the greatest trl 
bute that students can pay their 
university, for it shows that they 
have really protlled from the les- 
sons In Intellectual Independence 
that a university ha» to teach. 

I appreciated it very much; and 
my appreciation was in no degree 
lessened by the fact that I was not 
vain enough to think that It was 
merely my views that were being 
supported. There was a larger ques- 
tion fit ij;sue-4he right of the indi 
vidual to independence of judgment 
and therefore the right that must 
go with 11, the right to hear the 
facts on which that judgment is to 
be based. That the deliberate and 
self-interested attempt to muzzle 
such criticism and such intellectual 
independence has, for the time be 
ing, not achieved success is largely 
due to the wide-spread feeling of 
distaste that such an attempt evoked 
not only within McGill, but also 
throughout Montreal. 

I have purposely delayed writing 
this letter until the sound and fury 
of newspaper controversy has died 
down, and until I could look back 
coolly on what has been said, and 
I should like to make it very clear 
that I have no more regret for de- 
nouncing the weakness of Mr. 
Chamberlain's attitude In regard to 
Poland, than I suspect Dr. Manion 
or Mr. Cahan have for denouncing 
certain more recent mistakes which 
they allege Mr. Mackenzie King 
has been committing at Ottawa.
